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INTRODUCTORY  COMMENTS 

A  decrease  of  10  operating  mines  employing  170  less  men,    produced 
an     increase  of  321,495  tons   of  coal  in  1959  over  the  previous  year 
of  1958. 

Three  Deputy  Coal   Mine  Inspectors  were  certified  by  the  State  Civil 
Service   Commission  on  January  14,    1959,    and  after  a  week  of  in- 
doctrination in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Inspector,    proceded  to  their 
assigned  districts.      The  examinations  were  prepared  and  conducted 
by  the  Commission  with  the  assistance  of  a  Board  of  qualified  min- 
ing engineers  and  miners, 

The  Edna  Coal  Company  started  production  at  the  new  Navajo  Strip 
Mine  in  Montrose  County  near  Nucla,    in  June,    1959 .      Coal  is  truck- 
ed about  6^  miles  to  the  Colorado-Ute  Electric  Plant  east  of  Nucla. 

AMENDMENTS  TO   THE   STATE   COAL   MINING    LAWS  IN  1959 

SECTION  8,    Page  5,       Substitute  the  salaries   of  the   Board  of  Exam- 
iners to  read:     Members  to  receive  $25.  00  per  day;  and  the  coal 
mining  engineer  to  receive  $30.  00  per  day  for   each  day  of  actual 
service   on  the  Board,      Approved  March  20,    1959. 
SECTION  46   (a),    Page  30.      Substitute  the  following;      "Any  mine  in 
which  methane  has  been  ignited  or  has  been  found  by  a  permissible 
flame  safety  lamp  or  by  air  analysis  in  an  amount  of  0.25  of  1%  or 
more  shall  be  classed  as  gassy,    provided,    however,    that  where  mines 
are  operated  in  an  area  known  by  the  Chief  Inspector  to  be  gassy,    he 
shall  be  authorized  to  classify  any  such  mines  as  gassy  for  the  safe- 
ty of  the  employees,    and  the  preservation  of  property.  " 
Approved  by  the  Governor:     April  6,    1959 

EXPLOSION   - 

An  explosion  occurred  at  the  Dutch  Creek  Mine  in  Pitkin  County  on 
Saturday,    August  15,    1959,    when  no  men  were  inside  the  mine,      The 
three  surface  men  were  repairing  the  fan  motor  drive  coupling  with 
an  acetylene  torch  which  ignited  an  accumulation  of  methane  in  the 
fan  house.      The  ignition  extended  into  the  return  air  course,    result- 
ing in  an  explosion  inside  the  mine  which  caused  extensive  damage. 

The    mine    did    not    operate    until    all    conditions    of   the    mine  and 
equipment    were    restored   for    safe    operation,     under    the    direct 


supervision  of  the  State  and  Federal  Inspectors.      The  mine  was  re- 
leased for  operation  on  September  26. 

MINE   FIRES 

A  fire  occurred  on  December  21  at  the  Washington  Mine  in  Weld 
County  on  the  main  intake  in-by  the  South  rock  tunnel.      The  fire 
area  was  sealed  and  ventilation  re-established.      The  effected  area 
could  not  be  examined,    but  from  available  information,    the  fire  was 
caused  from  short  circuit  of  electric  power  lines.      The  mine  was 
released  for  safe  operation  on  January  10,    1960. 

A  surface  fire  which  ignited  the  conveyor  belt  at  the  Thompson  Creek 
#1   Mine  in  Pitkin  County  on  April  17,    was  quickly  extinguished  with 
little  loss  of  property  and  loss  of  only  one  shift  of  work. 

A  fire  of  unknown  origin  at  the  Somerset  Mine  in  Gunnison  County  on 
July  23,    completely  destroyed  the  lamp  room,    bath  house,    check 
room  and  the  carpenter  shop. 

On  December  4,    the  tipple  at  the  White  River  Mine  in  Rio  Blanco 
County,    was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin,    but  was  apparent- 
ly the  result  of  some  welding  done  on  the  tipple  the  previous  after- 
noon. 


A  requested  examination  for  Coal  Mine  Officials  was  held  in  Denver 
on  November   14,    1959,    with  23  candidates.      Three  Mine  Foreman 
certificates  were  issued,    one  Assistant  Mine  Foreman,    and  nine  Fire 
Boss.      Two  Fire  Boss  certificates  were  held  for  required  residence 
in  the  State  and  one  for  first  aid  training.      Only  two  candidates  did 
not  qualify  for  papers.      A  complete  list  of  successful  candidates  is 
on  page  28.
